THE  FAMILY  NAME. 


Our  family  name  is  derived  from  two  primitive  German  words,  Leute, 
people,  and  bald  or  paid,  bold,  valiant;  and,  therefore,  its  meaning  is  bold 
or  valiant  for  the  people.  The  second  part  of  the  word  goes  still  farther 
back  for  its  original  meaning,  as  it  is  the  root  of  the  word  Balder,  the  brave 
ftorse  sun  god  who  each  year  conquered  the  god  of  cold  and  snow. 

The  first  person  to  be  known  by  the  name  acquired  it  probably  in  this 
way:  back  in  the  centuries  when  the  German  people  were  still  roaming  wild 
in  the  forest,  a  tribe  whose  abode  was  in  the  fastnessps  o*  Ue  northern 
Alps,  chose  for  their  leader  one  who  had.  shown  special  courage  in  their 
wars  with  neighboring  tribes.  And,  as  was  their  custom,  they  raised  him  on 
a  shield  above  the  heads  of  the  people,  who  acclaimed  him  the  Lute's  paid, 
the  people’s  leader  or  prince.  From  that  time  on  he  was  known  by  the 
name  Leutpald  and  Luitpold. 

The  name  appears  in  history  as  early  as  900  A.  D.,  when  a  Count  Luit¬ 
pold,  as  it  was  usually  written,  was  Margrave  of  the  East  Mark,  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  Austria.  Tre  name  attained  its  greatest  prominence  in  the 
dynasty  which,  under  the  name  Leopold,  has  be^n  ruling  Austria  for  several 
centuries.  This  name  from  Leo,  Latin  for  lion,  came  from  that  family’s 
connection  with  the  Holy  Eoman  Empire. 

It  is  not  known  whether  our  family  is  descended  from  some  branch  of 
these  titled  families  or  not.  It  mav  be  that  the  first  one  of  the  name  who 
could  be  referred  to  as  our  a^cpsto1’  was  simply  in  the  employ  of  some 
family  of  the  nobility,  and  having  onlv  one  name — say,  Johannes — as  was 
the  custom  down  to  modern  times,  he  was  known  as  Luitpold ’s  Johannes,  to 
distinguish  him  from  others  of  the  same  name  on  other  estates  ;  and  when 
it  became  the  custom  to  use  Christian  names  first,  he  became  known  as 
Johannes  Luitpold  or  Luppoldt. 

FIRST  GENERATION. 

JOHANNES  LUPPOLDT,  THE  PIONEER. 

Among  the  immigrants,  listpd  as  from  “Wurtemburg  and  the  Palatin¬ 
ate.”  on  the  ship  Peggy,  Captain  James  Abercrombie,  who  landed  at  Phila¬ 
delphia  on  the  sixteenth  dav  of  October,  1754.  and  took  the  usual  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  were  Johannes  Luppoldt  and  Hans 
luppoldt.  The  names  were  signed  in  a  clear  German  handwriting.  These 
are  the  names  of  the  pioneer  father  of  our  family,  and  his  eldest  son, 
Johan  Martin.  The  latter  used  only  his  middle  name  after  a  younger 
brother  also  named  Johannes,  grew  to  manhood.  Accompanying  the  two 
were  the  pioneer  mother  and  at  least  several  more  children,  of  whom  there 
were  six,  and  possibly  seven,  in  all. 

In  November  of  the  same  year — 1754 — Johannes  Luppoldt  was  employed 
by  the  English  Quaker  John  Potts,  later  the  founder  of  Pottstown.  After 
a  few  years  Johannes  Luppoldt,  still  employed  by  Mr.  Potts,  bought  a 
tract  of  ten  acres  in  Douglas  Township,  Phila.  Co.,  along  the  tl  Great  Road 
between  Reading  and  Philadelphia,”  where  a  settlement  called  Grosstown 
had  been  started.  The  present  town  of  Bramcote  is  located  on  part  of  that 
tract.  The  house  stood  on  the  northwest  corner  where  the  road,  or  lane, 
from  the  Pottstown  reservoir  joins  the  river  road,  or  former  li  Great  Road.” 
There  he  and  his  wife  lived  until  their  death,  about  1769.  Thus  far  no 
records  have  been  found  that  give  the  wife’s  maiden  name.  They 
were  buried  probably  at  Pottstown,  as  two  of  their  children — Lewis  and 
Anna  Maria,  wife  of  Michael  Moser,  were  buried  there. 

The  children  of  Johannes  Luppoldt  and  wife  were  all  born  in  Europe, 
likely  in  Wurtemburg,  and  came  to  America  probably  at  the  same  time  as 
the  parents,  though  this  is  not  definitely  known.  The  children  were:

She  is  buried  close  "by  the  Reformed  Church  in  Pottstown,  the 
grave  being  marked  by  a  neat,  well-preserved  marble  stone. 
The  inscription  on  the  stone  is  in  German,  and  her  name  is 
spelled  1  ‘  Lupoldin,  ’  ’  the  “in”  being,  of  course,  the  feminine 
ending. 

Beginning  with  the  second  generation  the  name  was  variously 
spelled  Lubold,  Lupoid,  and  Leopold,  the  first  being  most  com¬ 
monly  used  by  the  earlier  generations.

SECOND  GENERATION. 

2.  (JOHN)  MARTIN  LUBOLD  (1)— b.  Nov.  5,  1727,  d.  Feb.  7,  1810, 
was  the  eldest  son  of  Johannes  Luppoldt,  the  pioneer.  He  remained  single, 
making  his  home  with  the  old  folks  and  took  care  of  them  until  they  died. 
He  also  was  employed  for  some  years  by  John  Potts,  serving  one  year  as 
teamter  and  coachman.  He  bought  the  homestead  and  added  other  tracts 
of  adjoining  land  until  he  had  a  farm  of  fifty-four  acres.  In  1773  he  mar¬ 
ried  Catherine  Bechtel,  b.  Feb.  28,  1755;  d.  1826,  daughter  of 

(John)  Burkhart  Bechtel  and  his  wife,  Gertrude,  born  Reifschneider,  of 
East  Nantmeal  Township,  Chester  County.  He  took  his  wife  to  Douglas 
Township  where  they  lived  during  the  Revolution. 

In  the  year  1785,  when  Dauphin  County  was  organized,  he  sold  his 
property  and  moved  to  the  Lykens  Valley  in  the  upper  end  of  that  counuty. 
‘There  is  no  doubt  that  he  made  this  change  because  his  father-in-law 
moved  his  family  there  at  the  same  time.  It  was  a  big  adventure,  as  few 
settlers  were  in  the  valley,  and  between  it  aud  Berks  County  were  many 
miles  of  mountains.  Martin  bought  a  tract  of  120  acres  on  the  west  side  of 
the  peninsula  formed  by  Wiconisco  creek,  directly  across  the  creek  from 
Burkhart  Bechtel’s  tract  and  about  a  mile  from  the  west  end  of  Short 
Mountain. 
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Only  a  small  clearing  had  been  made  on  the  place.  On  the  higher  parts 
it  was  a  forest  of  pine  and  mixed  trees,  while  the  bottom  lands  along  the 
creek  were  covered  by  large  white  oaks.  This  forest  they  cleared,  changed 
into  a  fertile  farm  and  lived  there  until  Martin’s  death  in  1810,  at  the  age 
of  83  years.  His  wife  survived  him  about  sixteen  years.  They  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  St.  John’s  Lutheran  Church,  near  the  present  Berrysburg,  he  having 
been  an  official  of  the  church  a  few  years  after  it  was  organized;  and  there 

they  were  both  buried.

3.  (KARL)  or  CHARLES  LUBOLD  (1)— b.  ,  d. 

,  son  of  the  pioneer,  was  a  wheelwright  by  trade  and  later 
also  a  farmer.  From  1755  to  1765  he  lived  in  the  settlement  known  as 
Grosstown,  on  a  tract  of  three  and  a  half  acres  adjoining  the  lands  of  Martin 
and  Lewis.  For  several  years  he  tended  the  mill  of  John  Potts.  He  then 
moved  to  Union  Township,  Berks  County,  and  in  1772  bought  a  farm  of  up¬ 
wards  of  120  acres  in  Douglas  Township,  Berks  County,  on  the  road  from 
Douglassville  to  Pine  Forge.  There  he  resided  until  his  death,  late  in  1826.

5.  JOHN  LUBOLD  (1) — b.  1743,  was  confirmed  at  New  Hanover  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  June  17,  1764,  age  22;  m.  Dec.  28,  1764,  Elizabeth  Reif- 
schneider.  He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade  and  combined  it  with  farming  for 
a  large  part  of  his  life.  They  lived  for  some  years  in  Union  Township,  Berks 
County,  and  later  in  Douglas  Township,  of  the  same  county.  There  in  the 
year  1773,  he  sold  to  his  brother,  Charles,  a  farm  of  about  87  acres.  This 
deed  is  signed  in  German,  “Hannes  Lubold.  ”  This  is  the  earliest  signature 
of  any  one  of  the  family  noticed  subsequent  to  those  of  the  Immigrant  List. 
In  the  years  1779  and  1786  he  bought  two  tracts  of  land  comprising  159 
acres  in  Douglas  and  New  Hanover  townships,  Montgomery  County.  These 
he  sold  in  1792  and  bought  a  farm  in  Coventry  Township,  Chester  County, 
where  he  died  about  1826.  He  and  his  wife  are  buried  at  Shenkel’s  Church.
